The inventor says 
that by his system he can write various 
commonly used languages, though he 
cannot speak a word of any excepting 
English. 


Lebmann brands the Carnegie spell- 


ing board as a detriment to spelling re- 
form. Its results, he says, show abso 
lutely no improvement or general bene 
fits. * He believes that Carnegie i 
spending thousands foolishly in havin 
a list of 300 phonetic words compiled 
He bases this belief on the fact tbat i 
is impossible to form or express forty 
three'sounds with an alphabet of only 
twenty-six letters. 


The new alphabet contains six sounds 


of "a," two of "e," two of '•!," three of 
"o," four of "u." When a letter has d 
different sound a eurl or twist denotes 
the variations in pronunciation. 


The general rules for spelling, with a 


list of GOO words under the reform sys- 
tem, have been issued in pamphlet form 
by the author. "Write the sound as 
you hear it," say the rules. 


To illustrate the new system the fol- 


lowing examples are given:

Lone, Ion. 
Clay, kla. 
In the word care a caret is placed 


over the "a" to denote the sound.

They begin with the little 
pat of exeerabl« butter that you don't 
order, but must have, and'continue 
with not only everything you have, or, 
dered, but half a dozen more that you 
haven't. It is worse than the English 
system, -where the price is fixed on ad- 
mission -within the four valN of the 
building and everything else is extra. 
-The other day a guest at a leading ho- 
tel ordered boiled eggs for breakfast. 
The bill of fare quoted a price of 40 
cents, and the waiter explained that 
that -was for boiling the eggs three 
minutes. The gnt-st ordered them boil- 
ed four minutes. When the bill came 
it was fdr "eggs especiale," and the 
price was 60 cent«. 


There -will be a charge for breathing 


in Havana pretty soon. Already there 
is a price fixed on the occupation of a 
bench in the parks and a horde of ea- 
gle eyed collectors ready to swoop 
down instantly on the unfortunate and 
weary wretch who happens to drop in- 
to a seat for a moment.
